Gratefulness 
and humility arc in order, not to interfere 
with enjoy ment of the day but to help the 
nation to be worthy of it. 
America possesses two other tremend­ 
ous blessings— power and the opportunity 
to use it for the furtherance of human 
good. The first carries with it great re­ 
sponsibility and the second calls for all the 
native American genius for intelligent de­ 
cision and action. 
In this connection more 
Americans 
might well give heed to a truth generally 
forgotten, which was called to mind by 
Major George Fielding Eliot in an Armis­ 
tice Day address: 
He said : 
“ Americans are 
the 
authors of 
the 
democratic revolution which is the real 
‘new order and they are in a world where 
authoritarian powers are seeking to strike 
dow-n freedom and liberty and justice.” 
Thankfulness for freedom and happi­ 
ness should be accompanied by a strong 
sense of duty tow ard both.

ASHINGTON— Though he has stay ed 
out of the limelight, few men have 
play ed a more important role in the recent 
war effort than Maj.-Gen. James Burns, 
tile man Roosevelt is picking as our new 
ambassador to Russia. 
For about a y ear Gen. Burns has been 
attached to the White Douse to ex pedite 
Lend-Lease goods to Britain and Russia. Ile 
has done a hard-driving, efficient job. 
More recently , when lie accompanied 
Averell Harriman to Russia, Gen. Burns 
was the one man in the mission who got 
out of Moscow and had a look-see at the 
long Russian front ex tending south to the 
Caucasus. 
One story he brought back from that 
trip was how the Russians had picked up 
an entire airdrome from in front of the 
Nazi attack, transported it well behind the 
lines, and set it up with underground ma­ 
chine shops and hangars in thirty day s. 
The men who really discovered Burns 
was Louis Johnson, ex -Assistant Secretary 
of War. Burns was a low-ranking colonel 
buried in the W ar Department when John­ 
son recognized his ability and put him in 
charge of industrial mobilization. 
As Johnson was about to retire as As­ 
sistant Secretary , Gen. Marshall asked if 
lie had any final req uests to make. 
“There is just one thing y ou can do for 
me,” Johnson replied. “ Promote Colonel 
Burns to the rank of major-general.” 
Burns got the promotion, and also was 
assigned to the White House where he has 
been almost ever since. 
Note— National Defense would be far 
better off today if the W ar Department 
bad followed the 
industrial mobilization 
plan worked out by Burns and Louis John­ 
son.

the skin o f the feet. 
When y o ur feet feel co ld, they 
really are co ld and this can be 
pro v ed by a skin thermo meter. 
IV arm o r co ld feet make all the 
difference in the wo rld between 
co mfo rt and disco mfo rt. 
There are plenty o f reaso ns why 
Tie feet sho uld be the co ldest part 
o f the bo dy , whether o ut o f do o rs 
o r in. Co ld air, due to grav ity , go es 
to ward the surface o f the gro und 
and to the flo o r, and unless care­ 
fully pro tected the feet react co r­ 
respo ndingly . 
When heating is do ne by o pen 
fires, co ld air to keep the fires go ­ 
ing blo ws alo ng the flo o r. 


Keeping Floors W arm 
Civ ilized man has instinctiv ely 
guarded against this by the use o f 
carpets, which are no t go o d heat 
co nducto rs. All fo lid flo o rs, wheth­ 
er wo o tl o r tile, are go o d heat co n­ 
ducto rs which chill rapidly and 
the beams underneath them are 
also go o d heat co nducto rs. 
No t o nly do we use carpets to 
get away fro m this, but also o n a 
winter night when we settle do wn 
at ho me, we change fro m tight- 
fitting. co ld sho es to lo o se, warm 
slippers — pro v ided we are civ i­ 
lized. The Chinese, who we are 
to ld no waday s hav e been civ ilized 
lo nger than we hav e, hav e alway s 
as a matter o f etiquette shifted to 
lo o se, warm slippers in the ho use. 
But this etiquette was partly based 
o n the fact that they had po o rly 
heated ho uses, mo stly with thin, 
hard flo o rs. 
Whether “ getting y o ur feet wet" 


and getting y our feet chilled leads 
to any actual disease or not is de­ 
batable Quite possibly it is s. con­ 
tributing factor in the develop­ 
ment of the common cold and other 
respiratory infections which are 
prevalent in the winter time; also 
acute rheumatism or rheumatic 
fever, which is probably the most 
serious disease associated with 
cold, damp climates and poor hous­ 
ing conditions, which include hard 
flooring and damp flooring. 
The q uestion of the chilling of 
the body surface as a contributory 
factor to the causation of winter 
diseases has not been subjected to 
critical scientific study . Certainly 
the blood underneath the surface 
of the skin of “cold feet” must be 
made colder by the chilling than 
the rest of the blood in the body . 
This chilled blood, rejoining the 
rest of the circulation, must break 
down some of our resistance to dis­ 
ease. 
At any rate, that has been the 
wisdom of the mothers of the 
ages. “ Do n’t get y our feet wet.’’ 
and “ Change out of tho se cold, 
damp sho es,” are good slogans of 
prev entiv e medicine. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B L. G.: “ Every day for eight 
months now I have been troubled 
by a spot of something like a piece 
of soot, floating in front of my 
ey e. My vision is clear ex cept for 
this.

When your feet fee! cold, they 
really are cold and this can be 
proved by a skin thermometer. 
W arm or cold feet make all the 
difference in the world between 
comfort and discomfort. 
There are plenty of reasons why 
the feet should be the coldest part 
of the body, whether out of doors 
or in. Cold air, due to gravity, goes 
toward the surface of the ground 
and to the floor, and unless care­ 
fully protected th* feet react cor­ 
respondingly. 
When heating is done by open 
fires, cold air to keep the fires go­ 
ing blows along the floor. 
Keeping Floors Warm 
Civilized man has instinctively 
guarded against this by the use of 
carpets, which are not good heat 
conductors. All f olid floors, wheth­ 
e r wood or tile, are good heat con­ 
ductors which chill rapidly and 
the beams underneath them are 
also good heat conductors. 
Not only do we use carpet.* to I 
get away from this, but also on a 
winter night when we settle down 
at home, we change from tight- 
fitting, cold shoes to loose, warm 
slippers — provided we are civi­ 
lized. The Chinese, who w* are 
told nowadays have been civilized 
longer than we have, have always 
as a m atter of etiquette shifted to 
loose, warm slippers in the house. 
But this etiquette was partly based 
on the fact that they had poorly 
heated houses, mostly with thin, 
hard floors. 
Whether "getting your feet wet" 


and getting your feet chilled leads 
to any actual disease or not is de­ 
batable. Quite possibly it is a con­ 
tributing factor in the develop­ 
ment of the common cold and other 
respiratory infections which are 
prevalent in the winter time; also 
acute rheumatism or rheumatic 
fever, which is probably the most 
serious disease associated with 
cold, damp climates and poor hous­ 
ing conditions, which include hard 
flooring and damp flooring. 
The question of the chilling of 
the body surface as a contributory 
factor to the causation of winter 
diseases has not been subjected to 
critical scientific study. Certainly 
the blood underneath the surface 
of the skin of "cold feet” must be 
made colder by the chilling than 
the rest of the blood in the body. 
This chilled blood, rejoining the 
rest of the circulation, must break 
down some of our resistance to dis­ 
ease 
At any rate, that has been the 
wisdom of the mothers of the 
ages. "Don’t get your feet wet." 
and "Change out of those cold, 
damp shoes,” are good slogans of 
preventive medicine.

Airplane carriers of this kind are 
not heavily armored, are extrem e­ 
ly vulnerable, and are so hard to 
replace that they

carefully 
guarded day and night. 
Therefore, the Nazi submarine 
W’hich sent the giant carrier to 
her grave probably was one of a 
nest of subs which lay in w ait with 
engines muffled. 
With France fully in the Nazi 
embace, this kind of w arfare is 
what the British will have to face 
in the M editerranean. 
Counting 
Italian submarines, and the under­ 
sea craft which the French fleet 
will doubtless add to Germany's, 
H itler will have a total of about 
200 subs in the M editerranean. 
Almost

im portant, he 
will certainly have the advantage 
of French naval bases, which with 
the Italian, Spanish, and African 
bases he already commands, will 
provide a total of 35 Axis sub­ 
marine bases sprinkled strategi­ 
cally around the M editerranean.
